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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 



A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 1 is written so vaguely that it cannot be determined exactly what parameters 
applicants are relying upon to define their invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The language of claim 1 at (lines 6-1 1 ) is so vague as to not explicitly describe 
what it is that applicants are intent to claim as their invention. 

The references to Okayama et al ('415) and ('991 ) are both cited of interest. Note 
the Abstract of each document which shows the manufacture of polypropylene 
compositions similar in scope to those recited and claimed herein. The references are 
not deemed to present a bar to the patentability of the instant claims because neither 
employs the resins in the same proportions, nor uses the particular monomer 
combinations as claimed.
